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Boyne Falls may ask — 
vote on summer tax 


Boyne Falls may ask for an advisory 
vote regarding summer school tax. 
Superintendent Cari Moser said the 
school. board voted down a summer 
collection for this year, but it will 
continue to study the question, and 
may ask residents to mark on the June 
school election ballot what they think of 
a 50 percent summer tax collection. 

“I believe there was a good feeling 
between the school and the town- 
ships,’’ Moser said, referring to the 
special school board meeting on Jan- 
uary 27. ‘‘It was ‘We hear what you’re 
saying. We understand you want to run 
the school in a businesslike manner.’ ”’ 

But there was concern, he said, over 
the lack of time to prepare adequately. 

The townships in the district—Boyne 
Valley, Hudson, Melrose, and a small 
part of Warner, brought in much the 
same kind of comment that has been 
heard at other school district meetings. 

Although the schools all have to 
borrow to start their school year until 
they can use the funds from winter tax 
collections, they also reinvest part of

One woman, upon seeing into one of 
the shanties, asked if the owner had a 
kitchen sink, because the shanty had 
almost everything else. 

According to Notd Schroedet, one of 
the big reasons he and some others put 
out a shanty is not because of the 


fishing, but rather because of the 


friends you get to see and talk with, In 
anather shanty the owner said, “You 
can fish almost all winter long, but the 
visitors make the weekend enjoyable.” —

the borrowed funds until they are 
needed. 

Boyne Valley Township supervisor 
Frank Wasylewski said in an interview 
later that the school can borrow at 
about 7.5 percent interest. ‘‘We as 
individuals can’t do that,’’ he pointed 
out. 

The village tax is already due in the 
summer, while winter is now reserved 
for school taxing. Wasylewski noted 
that a motel owner in the area said it 
would be hard for him to pay school 
taxes on top of his high village tax 
payment. 

Moser said, last fall the school 
borrowed $299,000. Next year the 
figure would be close to $340,000, with 
interest amouting to about $18,000. 

The townships would ask for collec- 
tion fees from the school of about 
$7,800. This would amount, according 
to Wasylewski, to about $5 a parcel, 
above costs collected from taxpayers. 

“We've gained about 400 parcels 
and could gain another 200,’’ he said. 
This would raise costs to the school, 


and raises the question, Wasylewski 
said of whether the school would find 
summer taxing worthwhile, 

He suggested a solution could be to 
have a July fiscal year for townships. 
Then their year would match the 
school’s, and a July tax for everything 
would take care of most of the 
problems. Of course, this would 
require state legislation first. 

Moser, too, said there could be 
another way out of the difficulty, but 
what it could be and the steps to be 
taken were a long way from being 
outlined anywhere. 

Certainly, with the present reduction 
in fund balance from expensive roof 
and gym floor repairs, the district 
wasn’t ready to go without ee: 
for 1983-’84. 

As Wasylewski noted, a hearing on 
summer taxation is required now for 
every year by the new Public Act 333. 
The next deadline will be by January 1. 

The school board could vote the 50 
percent summer collection then.

“‘]_ am very optimistic about Emmet 
County. They are already preparing a 
resolution,’ he said. ‘‘I think that their 
commissioners can see the merit of this 
idea.” 

Waldner didn’t tell the commis- 
sioners but he has been circulating 
petitions through members of the 
O.V.A. to get the matter on the record. 

Specifically, the petition asks that 
the millage, applied to the S.E.V. 
valuations, be lowered 1.4 mills to the 
county. It is presently set at 4.7 and the 
petition asks that it be 3.30. The 
townships would also have their 
millage increased from .10 to become 
1.10. This would be a new item in the 
split of the county millage. 

The school districts would be limited 


would be a .20 mills to be given to the 
public libraries in the county. 

Waldner figures all the millage 
would total 13 mills instead of the 
present 15 mills that the county: has 
allocated, and that is the present 
maximum millage allowed by law. The 
13 mills does not include any extra 
millage’ voted upon for schools, and- 
other items like the county transit 
system. 

Waldner estimates that he has about 
half of the required signatures neces- 
sary to put the question on the ballot 
and to force the county commissioners 
to listen to the people. 

He expects to have all the petitions 
teady for presentation by the middle of 
February for the board to consider.

A common cause of 
cold feet is tossing boots 
into a cold car trunk. 
Your feet are bound to 
get cold when you put 
them into what amounts 
to two portable refriger- 
ators. Quickly rewarming 
ithe boots doesn’t solve 
ithe problem either, be- 
cause it causes. moisture 
to condense in the boots, 
and damp boots are in- 
‘variably cold boots. 

Dampness can be a 
cold-foot culprit in sever- 
al other ways, too. 

--Never wear socks 
while driving to an area; 
socks compress and lose 


| their insulating value. 


presence of abrasive mat- 
erials, damage the car's 
finish. 

Another . consideration 
to make is in fuel mile- 
age, and Ettlinger cited 
tests made when a mod- 
ern digital fuel-mileage 
computer was installed 
into a 1980 Chevrolet Ci- 
tation four-door hatch- 
back, At 55 mph, a stan- 
dard scissor-type roof 
rack reduced gas mileage 


by 14 per cent. Ettlinger 
noted that different com- 
binations of racks and 


cars may give different — 


results; however, even 
under the best of circum- 
stances, driving around 
with an empty rack on 
your roof at highway 
speeds is an umnecessary 
waste of money. 

Locks are another im- 
portant feature. Some 
racks lock the skis to the 


rack but not the rack to 
the car. Others can be 
rendered inoperative by 
icing, salt spray and oth- 
er environmental! factors. 

Remember, a rack that 
is ideal for one car may 
not be ideal for another. 
Some racks could be a 
hazard on certain vehicles 
at high speeds. and some 
tacks are incompatible 
with certain vehicles be- 
cause of opening doors or

difficulty can be resolved 
simply by trying a var- 
iety of designs in a couple 
of sizes. Almost every 
brand has its little fit 
peculiarities. Bootmakers 
are forever fiddling with 
their lasts to improve the 
situation. This may be 
the year that Brand X has 
a pair just right for you. 


The car heater probably 
blasts directly against 
your feet, making them 
perspire and the socks 
will pick up salt from the 
perspiration, drawing out 
even more moisture.

Find a good boot 
fitter who is really the 
key to the solution to your 
problem; work your foot 


into the heel pocket by
